It was an interesting story that emanated 
from the science laboratories of the University 
of N eb rask a-a story telling of researchers in­ 


jecting viruses into rabbits. 
In more detail the story told that the anim als 
reacted by building up antibodies converting the 
rabbits into living warehouses for blood serum s 
that can be used in turn for testing young 
plants for the presence of the subtle viruses 
which annually take a toll from crop production. 
How far along are the Nebraska scientists 
on the path to the breakthrough in their quest of 
bigger and better controlled crop production only 
the researchers them selves can say. But their 
progress illustrates the substantial assistance 
science today is giving to future N ebraska-how 
much modern investigative methods are con- 
tributing to the agricultural revolution. In count­ 
less areas science is assisting the farm to

Yet m 19,52 with 
fi 308-miUion-bushel crop of wheat, it received 
substantially more per bushel than it did in 19.55 
while producing only 40 per cent of what it har­ 
vested three years before. We are not surpri.sed 
that Sen, Frank Carlson, close friend of the 
President that he is, announced he would have 
to vote for rigid supports at 90 per cent of par­ 
ity.

Inte re s t Pa y e rs 


The United States, so accustomed to setting 
new world records in everything from sports 
to national defense, has attained an em inence in 
a special field that may go unchallenged for a 


long time. 


As a government it is the biggest payer of in­ 


terest in history. 
The annual cost of the national debt is $7 bil­ 
lion. That is 11 per cent of the governm ent’s 
total expenditures. 
Whether the United States has reached a peak 
depends upon two things, debt retirement at a 
greater rate than further debt accumulation, or 
the establishm ent of lower interest rates. In 
connection with such thoughts it is interesting 
to note that the government paid $5 2 billions in 
1948 on a $2.52 billion debt. Now it is paying $7 
billion on a debt of $280 billion. 


The effect of interest rales becom es more 
clearly vi.-.ible when it is re. ailed that the aver­ 
age rate in 1948 was two per cent. It is now 
close to 2 .5 per ^ ent. Thi.. increasing interest 
rate is a field calling for < lose in.spection. The 
difference between 1948 and 19,56 adds up to an 
annual $1.4 billion—enough to make a sizable 
contribution to federal aid to education or to 
needed highways.

The Carnegie Foundation has given $1.,500.000 
to the Institute for International Education 
a 
gift of more significance than the ( rowded pages 
of the newspaper could indicate. 


The gift will supply stability to the 10-year 
program of HE in which $8,400,0(K) is to be spent 
for student exchange between the United States 
and foreign countries.
